This  remark 
caught  the  attention  of  alumna,  Eileen  Vanderburgh,  BJ/49,  who  did  not  recall 
any  such  signs.  I  n  correspondence  to  her,  Ms  Frazee  has  subsequently  agreed 
with  Eileen  that  they  did  not  exist  after  all. 
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ith  1992  —  Carleton's  50th  anniversary  year  — 
just  six  months  away,  plans  are  now  well  under  way  for  a 
number  of  special  events  and  academic  conferences  to 
celebrate  this  milestone  year. 

The  focus  of  the  celebrations  will  be  on  Carleton's 
academic  achievements  and  the  University's  role  in  the  local 
community,  the  nation,  and  on  the  international  scene. 

The  anniversary  year  will  be  launched  in  January  with  an 
academic  symposium,  "The  Future  of  Confederation."  The 
Honourable  Gordon  Robertson,  former  Chancellor  of  Carle- 
ton  University  and  former  Clerk  of  the  Privy  Council,  will 
coordinate  the  nationally-televised  debate,  which  will  be  a 
part  of  the  event. 

Dean  of  Social  Sciences,  Marilyn  Marshall,  is  chairing 
the  planning  committee  for  a  major  international  symposium 
on  human  rights  in  higher  education.  A  two-day  workshop 
and  three  days  of  symposia  will  focus  on  such  issues  as 
admission  and  retention  policies,  accommodation  in  physi- 
cal and  social  environments,  pedagogical  change  and  re- 
search agendas  for  native  peoples,  persons  with  disabilities, 
visible  minorities,  women,  people  of  disparate  classes  and 
multi-cultural  communities. 

Winterlude  1 992  will  have  a  distinctly  Carleton  flavour. 
Friday,  February  14,  will  be  designated  "Carleton  University 
Day"  and  the  theme  for  the  day  will  be  Carleton  Students 
Have  Heart.  The  Students'  Association  is  planning  sleigh 
rides  for  disabled  children,  winter  Olympics  for  local  area 
high  school  students,  and,  in  conjunction  with  Sock'n'Buskin, 
a  Winter  Fairy  Tale  for  young  children. 

Student-sponsored  activities  won't  be  just  light-hearted. 
In  June  of  1 992,  a  Student  Leaders  Conference  and  Canadian 


Youth  Forum  will  bring  students  from  across  the  country  to 
Carleton  to  address  such  issues  as  the  political  and  multicul- 
tural dimensions  of  Canada,  the  environment,  and  Canada  in 
the  year  2017. 

Another  major  local  event  ioftie  year  will  be  a  Univer- 
sity-wide open  house,  to  be  held  at  the  same  time  as  the 
Alumni  Homecoming  Weekend,  October  2  and  3,  1992.

Andrew  Collin,  BCom/90,  recently  spent 
six  months  in  Indonesia  as  a  volunteer 
with  Canada  World  Youth '  s  Work  Part- 
ner Program.  Here  is  his  account  of  his 
experience  there. 

In  September  of  1990- 1  embarked 
with  10  other  naive  but 
adventurous  young  Ca- 
nadians to  the  province  of 
Central  Sulawesi  on  one  of 
Indonesia' s  largest  but  least 
developed  islands.  We  were 
to  board  with  local  families 
in  villages  and  initiate  and 
manage  development 
projects. 

The  mission  of  Canada 
World  Youth  is  to  foster  an 
understanding  of  foreign 
cultures  and  the  need  for 
greater  co-operation  be- 
tween first  and  third  world 
nations.  This  is  achieved 
through  an  intensive,  hands-on  experi- 
ence in  rural  areas  of  developing  coun- 
tries. 

Our  group  of  eleven  was  divided 
between  three  villages,  all  of  which 
were  within  a  few  hours'  drive  of  the 
provincial  capital  of  Palu.  I  lived  in  the 
village  of  Sambo  with  three  other  Cana- 
dians. I  was  welcomed  into  the  home  of 
the  former  village  chief,  a  rambunc- 
tious household  of  10  children,  grand- 
parents, a  variety  of  different  livestock, 
and  a  never-ending  stream  of  guests.  I 
was  treated  exceptionally  well  by  my 
hosts  and  lived  quite  happily  there. 

Our  work  projects  varied  and  we 
stretched  our  $  1 ,500  project  fund  to  the 
limit.  Within  the  first  month  we  joined 
forces  with  a  non-government  organi- 
zation. Together  we  established  a  co- 
operative bank  and  managed  the  con- 
struction of  two  wells,  a  pump,  and  a 
gravity-fed  water  system.  Technical 
assistance,  when  needed,  was  gener- 
ously provided  by  the  CARE  office  in 
Palu.  We  encouraged  the  villagers  to 


contribute  as  much  as  possible  to  the 
projects,  the  logic  being  that  the  more 
they  were  involved,  the  greater  their 
sense  of  attachment  would  be.  By 
fostering  this  sense  of  commitment  it 
was  hoped  that  the  villagers  would  take 
it  upon  themselves  to  maintain  the

projects  after  we  had  left.  There  was 
plenty  of  evidence  that  this  was  a  very 
difficult  thing  to  achieve  as  many  neigh- 
bouring villages  were  littered  with  the 
remains  of  once-useful  development 
efforts.  The  villagers  provided  all  la- 
bour, tools,  and  locally  available  mate- 
rials and  we  purchased  all  other  neces- 
sary materials.  Our  attempts  to  get 
financial  contributions  from  the  villag- 
ers were  excruciatingly  difficult  and  we 
had  very  little  success  in  this  area. 

The  challenges  of  working  and  in- 
tegrating into  the  community  were  re- 
lentless and  frequently  there  was  con- 
siderable stress.  We  entered  the  village 
very  ignorant  about  local  customs  and 
language.  No  one  in  the  village  and 
very  few  people  in  Palu  spoke  English. 
Fortunately  Indonesians  are  incredibly 
enthusiastic  and  patient  teachers.  By 
always  carrying  and  referring  to  our 
dictionaries  we  were  quickly  able  to 
grasp  the  basics  of  the  language  al- 
though the  finer  points  of  conversation 
were  often  lost. 


Another  challenge  was  dealing  on 
a  day-to-day  basis  with  the  great  dispar- 
ity in  wealth  between  ourselves  and  the 
Indonesians.  With  this  aspect  of  our 
relationship  there  was  huge  ignorance 
on  the  part  of  everyone.  Every  Indone- 
sian envisages  a  Westerner  as  possess- 
ing enormous  wealth  which, 
compared  to  them,  is  quite 
true.  There  were  incessant 
demands  made  upon  us  for 
money  and  gifts.  My  an- 
noyance at  always  being 
solicited  was  confused  by 
feelings  of  guilt  that  I  could 
have  easily  been  doing  a  lot 
more  for  these  people. 

This  experience  promp- 
ted a  lot  of  hard  thinking 
about  the  role  of  nations 
within  our  increasingly 
smaller  world  and  the  whole 
issue  of  development.  This 
question  is  very  complex. 
In  my  eyes,  development  is  the  transfer 
of  knowledge  done  with  the  utmost 
consideration  for  the  culture  of  the  re- 
ceiving party,  with  the  aim  of  creating 
an  indigenous  body  of  expertise  and 
initiative.  This  can  only  be  achieved 
through  a  very  long-term  co-operative 
effort.  Because  of  a  host  of  political, 
economic,  and  social  realities  many 
development  programs  are  not  achiev- 
ing this  goal. 

One  neighbourhood  in  Sambo  had 
decided  to  dedicate  funds  to  building  a 
mosque  rather  than  to  providing  clean 
water  and  waste  disposal  facilities  for 
the  30  families  in  the  immediate  vicin- 
ity. Of  course  this  decision  shocked  us, 
though  it  is  just  one  of  the  many  differ- 
ences in  culture  that  a  development 
worker  must  come  to  terms  with. 

I  was  privileged  to  participate  in 
the  Work  Partner  Program  and  the  ex- 
perience shall  always  be  remembered. 
There  is  no  doubt  in  my  mind  that  the 
time  was  well  spent  and  I  have  grown 
personally  from  participating  in  it.

Biographer  Seeks 
Recollections  of  John  Porter 

John  Porter  is  one  of  the  most  famous  of  Carleton's 
professors.  He  taught  in  the  Department  of  Sociology 
and  Anthropology  from  1949  to  the  time  of  his  prema- 
ture death  from  a  heart  attack  in  1979.  Along  the  way, 
he  completed  a  number  of  major  research  projects  that 
made  him  Canada's  most  famous  sociologist.  The  most 
memorable  of  these,  of  course,  was  The  Vertical  Mosaic 
(1965),  but  there  were  many  others.  For  the  past  five 
years,  I  have  been  working  on  an  intellectual  biography 
of  Professor  Porter,  and  I  am  asking  for  your  help  in 
this  regard. 

I  am  placing  this  notice  in  Carleton  University  Maga- 
zine in  order  to  solicit  any  recollections  of  Professor 
Porter  that  his  former  students,  friends,  colleagues,  co- 
workers, etc.  might  have.

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Challenge  Fund  Goal  Surpassed

ith  more  than  a  year  to  go 
before  the  Challenge 
Fund  is  officially  sched- 
uled to  end,  the  initial  objective  of  $15 
million  from  the  private  sector  has  been 
reached. 

A  $750,000  grant  from  Inco  Lim- 
ited to  assist  with  the  construction  of  a 
three-floor  addition  to  the  Herzberg 
Laboratories  for  Physics  (see  separate 
story  on  page  11)  brought  Challenge 
Fund  contributions  over  the  goal  on 
February  18. 

"It '  s  a  tremendous  achievement  and 
we're  very  grateful,"  says  Carleton  Presi- 
dent Robin  Farquhar.  "Thanks  to  some 
hard  work  by  a  lot  of  committed  volun- 
teers, and  to  the  generous  contributions 
we've  had  from  all  sectors  of  the  com- 
munity, the  Challenge  Fund  has  be- 
come the  most  successful  fund  raising 
campaign  in  Carleton 's  history. 

"We  can  already  see  the  good  it's 
doing  for  the  University.  The  new 
library  extension  was  recently  opened, 
and  the  Minto  Centre  for  Advanced 
Studies  in  Engineering  is  now  under 
construction.  Other  good  things  are  still 
to  come  as  a  result  of  this  campaign,  and 
we're  looking  forward  eagerly  to  pro- 
ceeding with  them." 

Remaining  projects  include  the 
addition  to  the  Herzberg  Laboratories 
for  Physics,  renovations  to  the  A.D. 
Dunton  Tower,  and  new  facilities  for 
fine  arts  programs  at  Carleton,  includ- 
ing an  art  gallery. 

These  projects  will  all  benefit  from 
efforts  now  being  directed  at  giving  the 
Challenge  Fund  an  extra  boost  by  en- 
hancing contributions  by  $1.5  million. 

Individuals  who  have  already  con- 
tributed to  the  Challenge  Fund  have 
been  asked  if  they  would  consider  en- 
hancing their  gift,  a  commitment  that 
will  be  permanently  recognized  on  the 
campus. 

"Asking  people  to  dig  a  little  deeper 
is  never  easy,"  says  Campaign  Chair, 
Mr.  Redfern,  "but  we've  been  greatly

encouraged  by  the  response  we've  re- 
ceived. 

"Support  has  been  tremendous  from 
virtually  every  sector:  more  than  10,000 
alumni  have  made  gifts;  students  have 
contributed  $1.2  million;  the  corporate 
and  business  community  have  given  us 
a  very  positive  reaction;  and  our  own 
faculty,  staff  and  Board  of  Governors 
members  have  been  very  generous. 

"With  this  kind  of  support,  you 
begin  to  see  the  University  in  a  new 
light." 

The  enhancement  funds  will  assist 
the  University  in  a  number  of  ways. 

First  of  all,  they  will  be  used  to  add 
three  floors  to  the  Herzberg  Laborato- 
ries for  Physics,  rather  than  two  floors 
as  was  originally  planned. 

With  the  new  Centre  for  Research 
in  Particle  Physics,  a  School  of  Com- 
puter Science  that  has  outgrown  its 
allotted  space,  and  the  need  to  relocate 
the  Department  of  Mathematics  in  the 
Herzberg  Building,  it  was  evident  that 
the  two-floor  addition  would  not  be 
adequate. 

At  the  same  time,  the  University 
was  advised  that  it  would  be  more  cost- 


efficient  to  add  three  floors  to  the  build- 
ing all  at  once,  rather  than  to  wait  and 
add  a  third  lHor  later. 

The  cultural  community  also  stands 
to  gain  from  the  enhancement  funds. 

Another  project  in  the  Challenge 
Fund  is  the  construction  of  an  art  gallery 
to  house  the  more  than  400  pieces  of  art 
in  the  University's  collection. 

Recognized  for  its  strengths  in 
Canadian  art,  the  collection  has  never 
had  a  permanent  home  and  many  of  the 
pieces  have  been  kept  in  storage.  While 
the  initial  intent  was  to  house  just  the 
University's  collection,  it  quickly  be- 
came apparent  that  the  gallery  could 
serve  a  larger  role  as  a  location  for  small 
touring  exhibitions.  In  order  to  do  that, 
however,  there  was  a  need  to  upgrade 
the  gallery's  security  and  environmen- 
tal features. 

"By  building  a  gallery  that  will 
afford  a  new  venue  in  Ottawa  to  the 
cultural  community,  we  hope  to  take  a 
larger  role  in  the  Ottawa  arts  scene." 
said  Dr.  Farquhar.  "We  hope  this  will 
give  the  community  as  well  as  our  stu- 
dents a  greater  appreciation  of  our  cul- 
tural diversity  and  heritage."

ir  Peter  Ustinov's  involvement 
with  Carleton  University  came  full- 
circle  this  spring.  . 

In  September  of  1987,  he  came 
to  Ottawa  to  kick  off  the  Ottawa- 
Carleton  phase  of  the  Challenge  Fund 
campaign.  Five  years  -  and  $30 
million  -  later,  he  was  back  at  Carle- 
ton  to  pay  tribute  to  those  contribu- 
tors who  made  the  Challenge  Fund 
such  a  success.

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Senior  Appointments  Announced 


Two  senior  management  ap- 
pointments at  Carleton  Uni- 
versity were  approved  by  the 
Executive  Committee  of  the  Board  of 
Governors  this  spring. 

Professor  of  Engineering  and 
former  Dean,  Spruce  Riordon,  has  been 
named  Vice-President  (Finance  and  Ad- 
ministration) for  a  six-year  term,  begin- 
ning July  1,  1991,  and  Professor  of 
Political  Science  and  Canadian  Studies, 
Jill  Vickers,  has  been  appointed  Associ- 
ate Vice-President  (Academic)  for  a 
four-year  term. 

Spruce  Riordon  has  been  a  mem- 
ber of  faculty  since  1968,  when  he  was 
appointed  Assistant  Professor  of  Engi- 
neering. He  was  promoted  to  Associate 
Professor  in  1970,  and  served  as  Chair 
of  the  Department  of  Systems  and  Com- 
puter Engineering  from  1970-75,  and 
again  from  1978-81.  He  was  promoted 
to  full  professor  in  1977.  In  1981,  he 
was  named  Dean  of  the  Faculty  of  En- 
gineering, and  served  in  that  capacity 
until  1990. 

While  Dean,  he  instituted  new  pro- 
grams at  the  University,  including  com- 
puter systems  engineering,  aerospace 
engineering,  and  concentrations  in  man- 
agement and  in  computer  integrated 
manufacturing.  He  also  initiated  the 
drive  and  headed  the  user  planning  com- 
mittee for  Carleton's  Minto  Centre  for 
Advanced  Studies  in  Engineering,  now 
under  construction. 

Riordon  is  currently  chair  of  the 
Academic  Advisory  Committee  of  the 
Ontario  Council  of  University  Affairs. 
This  committee  formulates  funding  rec- 
ommendations on  new  graduate  pro- 
grams in  all  disciplines  for  every  On- 
tario university.  He  was  Carleton's 
principal  negotiator  and  a  member  of 
the  implementation  team  for  the  estab- 
lishment of  the  Telecommunications 
Research  Institute  of  Ontario  (TRIO), 
an  Ontario  Centre  for  Excellence  with 
four  universities  and  13  companies.  As 
well,  he  is  a  founding  member  of  the 


Ottawa-Carleton  Research  Institute  and 
a  member  of  the  National  Research 
Council. 

Jill  Vickers,  a  Carleton  graduate, 
joined  Carleton's  Department  of  Politi- 
cal Science  in  1969.  She  served  as 
Assistant  Chair  from  1970-74.  A  Pro- 
fessor of  Political  Science  and  Cana- 
dian Studies,  she  was  Associate  Direc- 
tor of  the  Institute  of  Canadian  Studies 
from  1982-84,  and  acting  director  from 
1984-85  and  again  in  1987.  She  is 
currently  Director  of  the  Institute. 

A  feminist  scholar  in  political  sci- 
ence, Vickers  was  a  key  player  in  the 
developments  of  women's  studies  at  the 


University.  She  served  as  chair  of  the 
interfaculty  Committee  on  Women's 
Studies  from  1982-84,  and  as  graduate 
coordinator  of  the  women's  studies  pro- 
gram area  in  the  Institute  of  Canadian 
Studies  from  1985-88.  She  has  been  a 
member  of  the  Committee  of  Manage- 
ment of  the  Institute  of  Women's  Stud- 
ies since  it  was  established  in  1988. 

At  Carleton,  she  has  served  as  Presi- 
dent and  Chief  Negotiator  for  the  Car- 
leton University  Academic  Staff  Asso- 
ciation, and  has  been  a  member  of  the 
Continuing  Education  Advisory  Board, 
the  ITV  Advisory  Committee,  and  the 
Carleton  University  Alumni  Council. 


Cooperative  Programs  to  Be  Developed 

Carleton  University  and  Algonquin  College  have  reached  an  agreement  in 
principle  to  develop  collaborative  programs  allowing  students  to  attend  both 
institutions  at  the  same  time. 

Carleton's  Director  of  Admissions  Victor  Chapman  says  that  the  new  venture 
is  designed  to  give  students  the  opportunity  to  receive^he  practical  training  that 
is  given  in  a  community  college  program  along  with  the  more  theoretical  study 
offered  at  a  university. 

Although  the  concept  has  been  approved  by  the  University  Senate,  Chapman 
says  a  lot  of  work  remains  in  evaluating  the  programs  that  would  be  suitable  to  both 
institutions. 

"We  hope  to  be  ready  to  implement  one  or  two  programs  by  the  fall  of  1992," 

he  says. 


Donald  R.  Wiles  Scholarship  Established 

On  the  occasion  of  his  retirement  from  the  Department  of  Chemistry,  friends  and 
colleagues  of  Donald  Wiles  established  the  Donald  R.  Wiles  Scholarship  in 
Chemistry. 

Dr.  Wiles,  an  outstanding  teacher  and  scholar,  began  his  career  at  Carleton 
as  an  assistant  professor  in  1 959,  was  promoted  to  associate  professor  in  1 963 ,  and 
to  full  professor  in  1969.  He  also  served  as  chair  of  the  Department  of  Chemistry 
from  1979-1987. 

With  a  total  endowment  so  far  of  $8 ,500,  which  includes  a  donation  of  $4,000

TThis  spring,  the  Board  of  Governors  approved  the 
appointment  of  Professor  of  Music  and  Sociology 
and  Anthropology  John  Shepherd  as  Director  of  a 
new  School  of  Studies  in  Art  and  Culture,  effective  July  1 , 
1991  for  a  five-year  term.

Women's  Waterpolo  Takes  Gold 

For  the  second  time  in  the  three-year  history  of  the  league, 
Carleton's  women's  waterpolo  team  took  the  provincial 
(OWIAA)  championship  to  top  off  its  best  season  ever.  The  • 
gold-medal  team  took  the  championship  round  undefeated, 
to  cap  a  first-place  11-1-2  win-loss-tie  record  in  regular 
season  play.  The  Ravens'  all-time  record  in  regular  play  is 
now  17-3-2.  Rookie  defensive  specialist,  Carey  Sookocheff, 
was  the  championship  tournament's  most  valuable  player, 
and  she  and  team-mate  Serita  Anand  were  named  to  the  1991 
all-star  team. 

Nordic  Skiing:  Gold  for  Women,  Silver  for  Men 

The  women  Ravens  skied  to  a  first-lace  finish  in  the  OWIAA 
Nordic  Ski  championships  held  at  Laurentian  University  in 
late  February,  edging  out  Laurentian  in  combined  winning 
individual  and  relay  times  by  about  25  seconds.  Four  Ravens 
finished  in  the  top  10,  more  than  any  other  team. 

The  men's  ski  team  came  second  in  the  OUAA  finals, 
behind  Laurentian,  thanks  largely  to  rookie  Frank  Ferrari, 
who  won  the  men's  1 5-kilometre  individual  skating  race,  and 
skied  the  fastest  time  in  the  three-by-ten-kilometre  relay. 
The  men's  combined  total  was  3:38:40,  just  over  four  minutes 
behind  Laurentian's  winning  time.  Frank  was  named  OUAA 
Athlete  of  the  Week. 

1991  Athletic  Award  Winners 

The  honours  for  the  women's  Waterpolo  team  did  not  end 
with  the  championship.  At  the  annual  Athletics  Awards 
Banquet,  held  March  2 1 ,  the  winners  of  both  major  awards  for 
women's  sports  came  from  the  Waterpolo  Ravens. 


Jennifer  Chalmers  was  named  1990-91  Graduating  Fe- 
male Athlete  of  the  Year.  With  her  ability  to  play  any  position 
necessary,  Jennifer  led  the  Ravens  in  scoring  in  both  the  1990 
and  1991  season,  and  led  the  team  with  11  goals  during  the 
1991  championships.  Jennifer  was  co-winner  of  the  Female 
Athlete  of  the  Year  award  last  year,  and  her  departure  from 
Carleton  leaves  a  big  gap  in  the  team's  make-up  for  next  year. 

One  person  well  on  her  way  to  filling  that  gap  is  rookie, 
Carey  Sookocheff,  who  is  this  year's  Female  Athlete  of  the 
Year.  In  addition  to  her  nomination  to  the  OWIAA  All-Stars 
and  as  championship  MVP,  Carey  was  Carleton's  Female 
Athlete  of  the  Month  in  February.  A  defender,  she  anchored 
the  Ravens  defence,  which  allowed  a  stingy  five  goals  per 
game  during  the  season. 

The  Male  Athlete  of  the  Year  award  went  to  yet  another 
rookie,  Frank  Ferrari,  of  the  Nordic  Ski  team.  Frank  surprised 
everyone  on  the  Nordic  ski  circuit  by  upsetting  the  heavily- 
favoured  Laurentian  University  team.  His  individual  gold 
medal  in  the  1 5km  race  propelled  Carleton  to  the  silver  medal 
overall.  Before  joining  the  Ravens,  Frank  was  a  member  of 
the  national  Nordic  ski  team  for  seven  years. 

Phil  Schnepf,  of  the  football  Ravens,  was  named  1991 
Graduating  Male  Athlete  of  the  year.  Phil  completed  his 
four-year  career  with  the  Ravens  by  being  named  MVP,  and 
being  selected  as  OQIFC  All-Star  at  safety.  He  was  drafted 
in  the  second  round  by  the  CFL's  Hamilton  Tiger  Cats.

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Inco  Contributes  to 
Search  for  Neutrinos

o  most  Canadians,  Inco  is  famous  as  a  producer  of  nickel.  But  to  researchers 
at  Carleton,  the  mining  giant  has  a  new  reputation  for  something  altogether 
different. 


Inco  is  a  major  supporter  of  the  Sudbury  Neutrino  Observatory  (SNO),  now  being 
constructed  two  kilometres  underground  in  its  Creighton  mine.  But  Inco's  support  for 
neutrino  research  has  gone  a  lot  further  than  merely  giving  scientists  access  to  the  mine. 

This  year,  Inco  contributed  $750,000  to  Carleton  to  help  fund  three  additional  floors 
and  an  annex  to  the  Herzberg  Building.  Among  the  units  to  be  housed  in  the  new  quarters 
will  be  the  Centre  for  Research  in  Particle  Physics  (CRPP),  established  at  Carleton  with 
a  $6  million  endowment  from  the  National  Research  Council  last  fall. 

Roy  Aitken,  a  senior  executive  with  Inco,  said  the  contribution  is  a  "natural  fit"  with 
the  company's  involvement  with  SNO.  Without  Inco's  provision  of  the  site,  the  $450 
million  project  would  have  required  an  additional  $150  million. 

Adds  Walter  Curlook,  vice-chairman  at  Inco,  the  commitment  to  Carleton  is  in 
keeping  with  the  company's  long-time  emphasis  on  post-secondary  research  and 
education  in  Canada. 

"Inco's  dedication  to  research  and  development  has  been  a  critical  factor  in  its  own 
success,"  he  noted.  "We  are  delighted  to  contribute  to  particle  physics  research  at 
Carleton,  which  is  of  universal  importance.  And  Sudbury,  as  the  location  of  the 
observatory,  will  benefit  directly  from  this  project." 
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To  the  scientists  at  Carleton,  Inco's 
support  means  a  great  deal. 

"Inco  has  made  a  significant  dif- 
ference, particularly  in  terms  of  mo- 
rale," says  Dean  of  Science  Les  Copley. 
"It's  terrific  to  discover  that  a  corpora- 
tion like  Inco  shares  the  vision  we 
have." 

The  immediate  effect  of  the  funds 
will  be  to  give  much-needed  space  for 
the  researchers.  Comments  CRPP  Di- 
rector, Hans  Mes,  if  two  research  asso- 
ciates now  in  Geneva  were  to  return 
home,  there  would  simply  be  no  office 
for  them  at  the  Centre. 

There's  no  doubt  that  the  funding 
comes  at  a  critical  moment  for  CRPP 
too. 

The  Centre  is  heavily  involved  in 
an  international  collaboration  in  Ge- 
neva, Switzerland,  and  is  playing  a  lead 
role  in  the  SNO  project.  These  are 
expected  to  last  for  at  least  the  next  10 
years. 

The  $6  million  endowment  will 
cover  salaries  for  the  next  few  years, 
but  won't  last  "no  matter  how  wisely 
we  invest  it,"  says  Dean  Copley. 

"We  need  support  like  Inco's,  and 
will  be  looking  for  more  of  it  in  the 
future." 

The  corporate  world  should  have 
little  difficulty  investing  with  confi- 
dence in  CRPP.  Though  just  a  few 
months  old,  it  comes  with  impeccable 
credentials  and  an  impressive  reputa- 
tion in  the  international  scientific  com- 
munity. 

Consisting  of  up  to  1 8  research  and 
support  personnel,  the  Centre  came 
into  existence  when  the  National  Re- 
search Council  decided  to  phase  out  its 
high  energy  physics  group.  That  group 
was  established  25  years  ago,  and  had 
been  physically  located  at  Carleton 
since  1978. 

Together  with  the  Science  Tech- 
nology Centre  at  Carleton,  they  have 
designed  and  constructed  complex  de- 
tectors that  tell  physicists  what  hap- 
pens to  particles  in  their  experiments. 

"The  NRC  physicists  essentially 
became  the  Centre  for  Research  in 
Particle  Physics,"  says  Dr.  Mes.  "Our 
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objective  is  to  continue  performing  re- 
search in  particle  physics,  and  to  assist 
with  particle  physics  work  at  Carleton 
and  other  Canadian  universities." 

The  physicists  brought  about  $2.4 
million  worth  of  equipment  with  them, 
and  a  unique  arrangement  with  NRC 
giving  them  the  same  rights  of  access  to 
NRC  facilities  as  if  they  had  remained 
there. 

The  Centre  has  a  unique  relation- 
ship at  the  University  too. 

Dean  Copley  explains  it  is  a  sepa- 
rately incorporated  organization  that's 
owned  and  operated  by  Carleton. 


"The  scientists 
are  the  Centre's 
most  important 
asset  and  we 
want  to  stay  in- 
tact for  as  long 
as  possible." 


"It  means  we  have  an  arms-length 
relationship,  but  at  the  same  time,  Carle- 
ton appoints  members  to  the  Board  of 
Directors  and  the  scientific  officers  are 
adjunct  professors  at  Carleton." 

He  says  there  are  many  advantages 
to  this  arrangement. 

"The  scientists  in  the  Centre  are 
totally  devoted  to  research,  and  don't 
have  university  teaching  or  administra- 
tive responsibilities,"  he  explains.  "As 
a  result,  they're  in  a  position  to  under- 
take things  that  require  concentrated 
periods  of  time  that  faculty  members 
can't.  It  makes  them  ideal  colleagues 
with  whom  to  work." 

At  the  same  time,  he  adds,  the 
physicists  engage  in  graduate  supervi- 
sion, and  are  a  great  "walking,  talking, 
in-house  resource." 

He  notes,  "whenever  you  have  a 
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problem,  there's  some  reasonable  prob- 
ability they've  encountered  it  before. 
They  can  provide  expert  advice  on  how 
to  deal  with  it." 

Plans  are  for  the  Centre  to  help 
more  than  Carleton  students  and  fac- 
ulty, however.  Dean  Copley  adds  that 
it  will  also  have  a  new  service  role  in 
support  of  other  high  energy  physicists. 

"Over  the  past  20  years,  Carleton 
and  NRC  physicists,  along  with  the 
Science  Technology  Centre,  have  been 
working  on  things  such  as  the  design 
and  construction  of  new  particle  detec- 
tors," Dean  Copley  says. 

"This  service  role  is  difficult  for 
faculty  members  who  don't  have  the 
time  to  ensure  projects  from  outside  are 
being  managed  in  the  most  effective 
fashion.  Now,  with  the  Centre  for  Re- 
search in  Particle  Physics,  we'll  be  able 
to  play  a  stronger  role  in  this  area." 

In  the  long  term,  he  foresees  the 
Centre  becoming  a  base  for  researchers 
in  particle  physics  across  Canada.  "We 
hope  to  be  the  site  at  which  detectors  are 
designed  and  assembled,  then  moved  to 
whatever  site*me  experiment  is  going  to 
take  place,"  he  says. 

It's  a  role  the  Centre  will  be  well- 
equipped  to  handle.  The  group  has 
already  built  detectors  in  use  at  the 
OPAL  experiment  now  under  way  at 
the  CERN  accelerator  in  Switzerland. 

In  this  experiment,  300  physicists 
from  25  countries  and  nine  institutions 
are  studying  quarks  and  leptons  -  funda- 
mental building  blocks  of  nature  -  to 
learn  more  about  their  structure  and 
what  holds  them  together. 

"When  we  started,  we  knew  quarks 
were  organized  in  different  groups,  but 
we  didn't  know  how  many,"  says  Dr. 
Mes. 

To  answer  their  questions,  the  sci- 
entists accelerate  two  beams  in  oppo- 
site directions.  When  positrons  and 
electrons  in  the  beams  collide,  they 
create  millions  of  new  energetic  parti- 
cles. The  scientists  rely  on  the  detectors 
to  learn  which  particles  have  been  cre- 
ated and  where  they've  gone. 

The  detectors  themselves  took  three 
years  to  design,  and  underwent  a  rigor- 
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ous  series  of  tests  before  and  after  being 
installed  at  the  site.  They  proved  them- 
selves worthy  of  the  effort. 

Using  the  detectors  built  at  Carle- 
ton,  the  scientists  were  able  to  answer 
their  questions.  "By  1989,  we  knew 
there  were  three  different  groups,"  said 
Dr.  Mes. 

"Now  we  have  to  ask  'Why  are 
there  only  three?  Is  there  some  sub- 
structure?'" 

While  he  says  the  experiment  has 
led  to  a  major  change  in  the  outlook  of 
particle  physics,  he  notes  that  the  tech- 


nology used  has  also  had  applications  in 
other  areas,  such  as  medical  imaging 
techniques. 

In  fact,  the  potential  for  technology 
transfer  in  high  energy  physics  is  enor- 
mous. Asserts  Dean  Copley,  "If  we 
could  become  a  vehicle  for  getting  Ca- 
nadian industry  involved  in  the  world  of 
high  energy  physics,  we'd  be  giving  it  a 
boost  analagous  to  what  the  space  pro- 
gram did  for  the  electronics  industry  in 
the  U.S.  two  decades  ago." 

Certainly,  with  funding  and  organi- 
zational matters  settled,  the  benefits  of 


the  Centre  are  more  likely  to  be  realized 
now  that  the  scientists  can  turn  their 
attention  to  their  experiments. 

As  Dr.  Mes  puts  it,  "The  scientists 
are  the  Centre's  most  important  asset 
and  we  want  to  stay  intact  for  as  long  as 
possible." 

That's  exactly  what  Carleton  wants 
too.  For  the  combination  of  circum- 
stances and  events  that  brought  the 
Centre  to  Carleton  have  given  the  uni- 
versity an  international  profile  in  some 
of  the  most  high-powered  research  pro- 
grams under  way  in  the  world  today. 


The  Making  of  SNO 


David  Sinclair 


The  Sudbury  Neutrino  Observatory  (SNO)  may  yield 
answers  to  questions  in  astrophysics  and  particle 
physics  that  have  eluded  scientists  for  over  50  years. 
David  Sinclair,  a  scientist  with  the  Centre  for  Research 
in  Particle  Physics,  studied  the  feasibility  of  the  SNO  experi- 
ment for  several  years,  and  is  now  Associate  Director  (Sci- 
ence) at  the  Observatory. 

He  says  that  although  neutrinos  are  very  difficult  to 
study,  they  may  play  a  key  role  in 
unlocking  the  secrets  of  the  uni- 
verse. 

"When  we  look  at  the  sun,  all 
we  see  is  the  surface,", explains  Dr. 
Sinclair.  "The  actual  heat  is  gener- 
ated in  the  core.  We  think  the  heat 
is  produced  by  nuclear  reactions 
and  theses  processes  should  also 
produce  neutrinos.  If  we  could  de- 
tect and  measure  their  properties,  we  should  have  a  way  of 
testing  our  ideas  of  energy  generation  in  the  sun." 

While,  clearly,  neutrinos  could  help  us  learn  more  about 
the  inner  workings  of  the  sun,  they  may  also  give  us  a  better 
understanding  of  the  larger  scale  universe. 

"We  know  we  can  only  see  about  one  percent  or  less  of 
the  matter  that's  about  us,"  he  explains.  "There  are  various 
theories  as  to  what  makes  up  the  mass  we  don't  see.  It's  quite 
possible  that  it's  made  up  of  neutrinos,  that  99  percent  of  the 
universe  might  be  neutrinos." 

SNO  is  uniquely  designed  to  answer  these  questions. 
The  observatory  will  consist  of  1,000  tonnes  of  heavy 
water  contained  in  an  acrylic  vessel  located  in  a  cavity  two 
kilometres  underground.  Heavy  water  is  an  ideal  target  for 
the  neutrinos,  says  Dr.  Sinclair.  Thanks  to  the  support  of 
Atomic  Energy  Canada  Ltd.,  which  is  providing  heavy  water 
on  loan  for  the  experiment,  SNO  will  be  the  only  site  in  the 


world  to  use  this  material.  By  locating  the  observatory  two 
kilometres  underground  in  Inco's  Creighton  Mine,  the  re- 
searchers will  be  able  to  reduce  background  radiation  which 
would  interfere  with  their  ability  to  spot  neutrinos. 

Essentially,  the  neutrinos  Will  cause  little  flashes  of  light 
to  be  produced  when  they  interact  with  the  heavy  water.  "By 
measuring  the  total  amount  of  light,  we  can  measure  how 
much  energy  the  neutrino  had,"  says  Dr.  Sinclair. 

The  scientists  hope  to  spot  about  10  neutrino  interactions 
a  day,  significantly  more  than  has  been  achieved  anywhere 
else.  Still,  says  Dr.  Sinclair,  "when  you're  looking  for  10 
flashes  of  light  in  1 ,000  tonnes  of  material,  a  lot  of  things  can 
confuse  you." 

He  admits  they  are  faced  with  a  daunting  task  that 
requires  some  extraordinary  engineering.  According  to  Dr. 
Sinclair: 

•  The  cavity  housing  the  detector  is  22  metres  in 
diameter  and  about  as  high  as  a  10-storey  building.  It's 
probably  the  largest  cavity  anyone  has  tried  to  excavate  at  this 
depth. 

•  A  "shield"  of  ultra  clean  water,  1 ,000  times  more  pure 
than  anything  achieved  before,  will  surround  the  heavy  water 
to  insulate  it  from  background  radiation. 

•  The  acrylic  container  housing  the  heavy  water  will  be 
the  largest  self-contained  acrylic  container  ever  made. 

•  Ten  thousand  photo-multiplier  tubes,  each  of  which 
will  be  individually  evaluated,  will  be  installed  around  the 
detector  to  search  out  flashes  of  light  that  signal  that  a 
neutrino  has  interacted  with  the  heavy  water. 

It's  an  international  project,  that  also  involves  Queens, 
Guelph,  UBC,  Chalk  River,  Laurentian,  Berkeley,  Los  Alamo, 
Princeton,  Pennsylvania  and  Oxford. 

"I  think  the  whole  world  agrees  that  the  heavy  water 
experiment  is  the  most  important  one  to  do  to  understand  the 
properties  of  neutrinos,"  says  Dr.  Sinclair.

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It's  been  eight  years  since  George 
Brown  graduated  from  Carleton  Uni- 
versity with  his  BAHons  in  Crimi- 
nology and  Corrections.  But,  if  any- 
thing, the  Ottawa  alderman's  ties  to  the 
University  have  grown  closer  over  the 
years. 

He '  s  back  on  campus  as  a  part-time 
student  in  the  School  of  Social  Work, 
coached  the  Ravens  hockey  club  over 
the  past  year,  regularly  uses  the  fitness 
facilities,  and  has  had  a  role  in  numer- 
ous projects  involving  the  city  and  the 
university. 

In  a  way,  he  says,  he's  making  up 
for  lost  time. 

"One  thing  that  I  regret  about  being 
an  Ottawa  native  and  living  almost  next 
door  to  the  University  is  not  being  more 
involved  when  I  was  a  student."  he  said. 
"I  went  to  classes,  did  the  Oliver's 
thing,  made  some  friends...  but  I  don't 
remember  being  that  involved  in  the 
University  community. 

"Carleton  is  an  exciting  place  to  be. 
I'm  just  coming  to  realize  that  now." 

He  adds  that  there  are  a  lot_pf  ways 


that  the  city  and  university  can  work 
together.  He's  helped  to  promote  new 
research  initiatives  in  such  areas  as 
environmental  technology,  and  lent  his 
support  to  proposed  new  sports  facili- 
ties on  campus  such  as  an  indoor  track. 

"I  like  to  think  I'm  Carleton's  front 
man  at  the  City  of  Ottawa,"  he  says. 

First  elected  as  alderman  in  1 985  in 
Riverside  Ward  (vacated  by  Jim  Durrell 
when  he  ran  for  Mayor),  George  has  a 
number  of  achievements  to  his  credit. 

First  and  foremost,  he  says,  has 
been  "putting  in  place  a  vehicle  at  the 
city  and  region  to  promote  community 
economic  development. 

"Basically,  this  means  working  with 
low  income  communities  to  help  them 
develop  community-owned  businesses, 


the  profits  of  which  go  into  supporting 
the  community. 

"We  wanted  to  ensure  this  concept 
would  be  an  integral  part  of  the  eco- 
nomic development  strategy  for  the  re- 
gion, and  we  have  established  a  com- 
munity enterprise  centre  which  pro- 
motes this." 

He's  excited  by  the  progress  that's 
been  made,  and  says  it's  the  reason  he 
got  involved  in  politics  in  the  first  place. 
"I  don't  like  big  business,  big  govern- 
ment or  big  labour,"  he  asserts.  "This  is 
a  very  innovative  way  of  dealing  with 
the  issue  of  poverty  and  economic  de- 
mocracy." 

Other  projects  he's  been  involved 
with  include  work  in  crime  prevention 
in  the  Debra-Dynes  community,  where 
residents  took  action  to  stamp  out  a  drug 
problem,  with  help  from  police  and 
social  service  providers. 

"We  won  provincial  and  national 
crime  prevention  awards  for  this  pro- 
gram," he  says  proudly.  "To  give  peo- 
ple a  major  role  in  something  like  this, 
that's  what  I  find  exciting." 


Although  he  doesn't  aspire  to  higher 
political  goals,  he  is  planning  to  run  for 
a  third  term  as  alderman  and  already  has 
his  sights  set  on  two  major  areas. 

Having  participated  in  the  devel- 
opment of  the  "greenprint"  for  the  Ot- 
tawa-Carleton  region,  he  now  wants  to 
turn  his  attention  specifically  to  clean- 
ing up  the  Rideau  River.  He's  been 
appointed  to  the  Rideau  River  Conser- 
vation Authority,  and  is  looking  for- 
ward to  receiving  the  recommendations 
of  a  major  $400,000  study  on  Rideau 
River  storm  water  management,  due  to 
report  this  summer. 

As  well,  he  says,  he  hopes  to  chair 
the  Social  Services  Committee  at  the 
region  for  the  next  three  years. 

In  between  studying  and  his 
aldermanic  duties,  George  found  time 
this  winter  to  coach  the  Carleton  hockey 
club,  which  had  been  revived  by  Ravens 
hockey  alumni,  led  by  Paul  Correy. 

"I  had  been  following  the  progress 
of  the  team  in  the  Charlatan,  and  since 
I  had  coached  for  13  years,  I  decided  to 
call  Paul  and  offer  my  help  as  an  assist- 
ant. I  never  fllbamed  I'd  be  the  coach." 

He  says  it  was  a  "learning  experi- 
ence" and  adds  that  he's  looking  for- 
ward to  next  year's  team.  "Our  record 
against  other  varsity  teams  was  6-5-1, 
not  bad  for  a  $5,000  program."  - 

Married  and  the  father  of  a  16- 
month-old  son,  George  describes  him- 
self as  "a  person  who  needs  roots." 

He  says  he  liked  Carleton's  atmos- 
phere as  a  "place  for  ordinary  people." 

He  explains,  "I  didn't  see  it  as 
elitist,  but  I'd  say  it's  action-oriented. 
It's  well-respected  as  a  major  contribu- 
tor to  the  community." 

He  traces  a  lot  of  his  work  to  things 
he  studied  at  Carleton.  "It's  something 
I  find  exciting  about  my  job  as  an 
alderman,"  he  says.  "I've  been  able  to 
put  into  practice  the  things  I've  studied 
and  had  a  major  interest  in." 

After  one  more  term  as  alderman, 
he  says  he'd  like  to  get  on  with  other 
things.  His  ultimate  goal  is  to  end  up 
back  at  Carleton  as  a  "professor  of 
political  science  or  social  work  and  a 
varsity  hockey  coach." 


George  Brown  Finds

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Through  the  Years

Grad  Writes  from  Nigeria

josia  Oki 


am  a  Nigerian  who  came 
over  to  Carleton  University 
on  the  World  University 
Service  of  Canada  Scholarship 
for  a  one-year  post-graduate 
diploma  course  in  Public 
Administration  in  October 
1955.    Having  obtained  the 
DPA  in  1956,  I  was  awarded 
the  University  Fellowship  to 
do    the    MA    in  Public 
Administration  while  the 
school  was  under  the  direction 
of  Professor  R.O.  MacFarlane, 
who  was  its  first  Director.  I  obtained  the  MA  in  1957. 

Thereafter,  I  went  to  the  Inns  of  Court  School  of  Law  in 
London,  where  I  read  Law  and  was  called  to  the  English  Bar 
in  Gray's  Inn  in  February  1960. 

I  returned  to  Nigeria  in  March  1960  and  started  private 
legal  practice  until  July  1964,  when  I  was  appointed  Agent- 
General  to  represent  my  State  Government  (then  called 
Midwestern  Nigeria,  but  now  called  Bendel  State)  in  the 
United  Kingdom.  At  that  time,  Mr.  J.S.P.  Armstrong  and 
Graham  Spry  represented  the  Ontario  and  Saskatchewan 
provinces  as  Agents-General  in  London,  and  because  of  my 
Canadian  connections,  we  became  good  friends  in  our  semi- 
diplomatic  and  consular  duties. 

In  March  1966,  following  the  military  coup  d'etat  in 
Nigeria,  I  returned  home  and  resumed  private  legal  practice. 


In  January  1968, 1  was  appointed  to  the  office  of  Chief 
Registrar  of  the  High  Court  of  Bendel  State  —  the  next  step 
to  a  judgeship. 

In  February  1971, 1  was  appointed  a  High  Court  Judge, 
and  for  a  period,  I  was  appointed  the  Chairman  of  the  Robbery 
and  Firearms  Tribunal.  This  was  set  up  by  the  Military 
Government  to  handle  cases  of  armed  robbery,  which  became 
very  rampant  after  the  Nigerian  civil  war.  I  occupied  that 
office  till  October  1975. 

In  November  1975,  although  already  a  High  Court 
Judge,  I  was  appointed  as  Attorney-General  and 
Commissioner  for  Justice  and  seconded  to  the  Bendel  State 
Ministry  of  Justice.  I  occupied  that  position  until  January  3 1 , 
1978,  when  I  was  re-posted  to  the  Judiciary  to  resume  my 
duties  as  a  High  Court  Judge. 

In  May  1985, 1  was  appointed  the  Chief  Judge  of  Bendel 
State  —  a  position  I  occupied  until  June  29,  1990,  when  I 
retired  from  the  service,  since  the  Nigerian  constitution  fixes 
65  years  as  the  retiring  age  for  all  judges  of  the  High  Court, 
Appeal  Court,  and  Supreme  Court. 

Since  my  retirement,  I  have  been  enjoying  a  well- 
deserved  rest  with  my  wife,  Edith,  who  is  a  retired  nurse.  We 
have  three  boys  and  three  girls.  Two  of  the  girls  are  lawyers, 
and  the  other  is  a  pharmacist.  The  first  boy  did  a  Diploma  in 
Public  Administration  after  a  degree  in  History  and  Political 
Science.  The  second  boy  is  in  final  year  of  Computer  Science 
at  the  University  of  Benin,  while  the  last  boy  is  now  in  his  first 
year  of  law  at  the  same  university.
